Pine Guerra, the insurgent leader in 
, inar del Rio province, to enter into 
any arrangement 
for an 
armistice. 
Guerra’s a n sw er to the governm ent’s 
announcem ent of its readiness to grant 
a te n - d a y s ’ armistice is the blowing up 
of two bridges on the 
Western rail­ 
way, the cutting of railway com m uni­ 
cation beyond Pinar del Rio city, and 
an a t t a c k on San Juan de Martinez. 
It is believed that San Juan de Marti­ 
nez is in the hand s of the insurgents 
and that the garrison, consisting of 
KIO government recruits and a small 
force of mounted rural guards, has 
t e e n defeated or raptured. 
The fact that other leaders are wall­ 
ing to agree to an armistice can have 
little effect so long as Guerra is d e ­ 
termined to prosecute the war, and 
there is slight doubt in any quarter 
that Guerra can control the situation 
in this region. 
His force is reported 
by all those who have visited him r e ­ 
cently as ranging from 3,000 to 4,000 
men. all of them 
well mounted and 
some of them well armed and others 
indifferently armed. 
The government 
force opposed to him, which is under 
command of Colonel Avalos, comprises 
about 1,000 men. 
It was reinforced at 
7 o'clock Friday evening by Lieutenant 
Col rn el Clews, with 150 men and three 
machine guns from Havana. 
Colonel 
Alavos’ force, with 
the exception of 
small detach m e nts loft at San Juan de 
Martinez and San Luis, is at Pinar del 
Rio city, 
but is without 
m eans of 
transportation to go to 
the relief of 
San Juan 
de Martinez.

more 
than 4 0 0 of them are mounted. 


Not Informed of Armistice. 


General Menocal said that Guerra 
evidently had not been informed that 
the government had actually, although 
in formally, granted an armistice, add­ 
ing that a second com m ittee had been 
sent to him hut could not reach him 
for 
some hours 
yet. 
Guerra, 
h o w ­ 
ever. refuses point blank to accept an 
armistice except on condition that the 
late elections be annulled. 
That the 
government should consent to this is 
out of tim question, and so now every 
prospect points to the continuance of 
the war. 
In connection with Pino Guerra’s at­ 
titude it is notable that the Lib "als 
have grown more independent.
